says prisons aren't any fun? 
Female guards at the federal 
medical lockup here are now 
permitted to ask male inmates 
to drop their pants whenever the 
occasion becomes necessary. 
Officially, the occasion is a strip 
search, but to the men H is plain 
peek-a-boo and toe prisoner-pa- 
tients haven't had such jollies 
since somebody put holes in the 
bedpans. 


Not everyone is delighted with 


the situation, though. After be- 
ing stripped outside the visitors' 
facilities recently, two convicts 
decided it was not as much sexy 
as undignified — and they filed 
an administrative complaint 
concerning invasion of their 
privacies. "I don't mind it 
myself," said one 
killjoy, 


reportedly, "but my fiance 
docs." 


Hence a controversy is horn 


that has implications regarding 
a wide spectrum of social atti- 
tudes and legal complexities. 
fat example: if women guards 
can undress men in this prison, 
can male guards do the same to 
women in another? So far as the 
law and the U.S. government 
are concerned, the answer Is 
yes. 


It boggles the mind. 
Not surprisingly, the issue 


has its roots in the equal rights 
movement. Traditionally an all- 
male prison, with all-male 
guards, the Springfield institu- 
tion yielded last January to the 
forces that insist women must 
be everything men must be. 
Three women were hired to be 
correction officers. They were 
advised they would not be used 
as window dressing, but 'as 
hacks; they would have to per- 
form all the duties of then- male 
counterparts, however risky or 
embarrassing. 


Since then the women have 


served nobly, and with fitting 
curiosity. They make security 
checks in cells where men often 
kunge in the nude. They walk in 
on the inmates at their toilette. 
They keep an eye un the 
showers, on the urinals, even on 


the secret comers where some 
prisoners go for sexual reUef. 


The women have said that 


their responsibiulks are not all 
that thrilling. One hints that 
honey knees behind bars can be 
an esthetic affront; besides, 
(hey allegedly regard them- 
selves in the same category as 
nurses when it conies to the 
sights. They've even told the 
Springfield Leader and Press 


" that "We're not there to took at 


their bodies hi a sexual sense." " 
Prison officials echo this res- 
ponse, saying that "strict 
propriety" is observed, and no 
touching takes place. 


As for the U.S. Bureau of 


Prisons, 
which 
regulates 


Springfield and 33 other federal 
jails, the peek-a-boo practice is 
fully, if not wholeheartedly, 
sanctioned. "If a woman is to be 
a guard." says a bureau official 
with a sigh, "she can't have 
special exemptions." The of- 
ficial says that technically the 
same rules apply for male 
guards in an all-female prison: 
"If a strip is necessary, men 
hare that right." 


In 
common practice, of 


course, male guards are not 
stripping 
women 
in U.S. 


prisons. 
Warden 
Carson 


Markley of the all-female insti- 
tution in Alderson, W.Va., says 
his male officers 
perform 


perimeter duty only. "And 
that's the way it should be," the 
warden insists; women in prison 
feel 
dehumanized 
enough 


without having to wonder if a 
man is watching every time 
they go to the lavatory. 


The same goes for men in 


prison, say the complainants 
here at Springfield. And they 
are correct. The 
rights of 


women seeking employment 
should not supersede the in- 
mates' rights to a measure of 
dignity. Not that the boys are 
prudes, but neither are.they 
simply objects. Pride is often 
the last refuge for a prisoner, 
and for many it can't be main- 
tained around woman cops who 
can order trousers, removed. If 
she takes tier's off, maybe; 
.otherwise it is not a fair deal.

This whooped through the House by 
I 325-75 affirmation. 
Udall put his finger on the proposi- 
lon in this comment: 
“ We’re saying here (by Shipley’s 
iriginal bill) that we are not worth as 
nuch as some third level Assistant 
>ecretary of Agriculture. I think we 
ire doing something here today that 
lemeans the House of Representatives 
0 make points with some people back 


home.” 
The Shipley-Udall bill now goes to 
the Senate where, we would guess, it 
might suffocate in committee. 
Only a third of its 100 m em bers 
stand for election this year, as con- 
trastiKl to all 435 House seats coming 
up for grabs. 
It would be our guess that the two- 
thirds not having to cam paign will 
follow the reaction from Chuck Percy, 
R., Illinois, who told the reporters. "I 
can’t see why our legislative people 
should take a pay cut and that’s what it 
would be. The costs for Congressmen 
and Senators are verv’ high.” 
If our hunch holds up, it should work 
out as an illustration of having one’s 
cake and eating it. 
The House members being bugged 
by constituents accusing them of 
stealing pennies from the helpless 
taxpayer can reply, “ VVe tried, didn’t 
we?” , and if returned to Washington, 
still collect the 4.8 per cent increase. 
Plus, we might add, a string of goodies 
by way of expense allowances and 
other fringes which make it a good 
thing to be in Congress. 
Without belaboring COLA as a con­ 
tributor to inflation, the Shipley-Udall 
exercise is simply one more illustra­ 
tion of the legislative process being 
wasted on furbelows and vitiated in 
brass tack questions. 
If Congress really wants to do 
something meaningful for the tax­ 
payer, it might better repeal the an­ 
nual 1 per cent upward adjustment in 
federal pensions. 
The learned solons in swallowing 
that idea a year ago thought they were 
merely adding a COLA to pension 
bi*nefits already accrued and being 
paid. 
Instead it feeds into the base upon 
which future pensions will be cal­ 
culated. 
Since the feeder is compounded an­ 
nually it means that somebody put on 
the payroll today can in 25 or 30 years 
retire on pension larger than what the 
initial salary is. 
This may fly in the face of all con­ 
ceptions of actuarial integrity, but so 
far no one in the House or Senate has 
displayt'd sufficient moral courage to 
correct the error.

SPRINGP'IELD. Mo. - Who 
says prisons aren’t any fun? 
Female guards at the federal 
medical lockup here are now 
permilU'd lo ask male inmates 
lo drop their pants whenever the 
occasion b<*comes necessary. 
Officially, the occasion is a strip 
search, but lo the men it is plain 
peek-a-boo and the prisoner-pa- 
lienls haven’t had such jollies 
since somebody put holes in the 
bedpans. 
Not ever>one is delighted with 
the situation, though. After be­ 
ing stripped outside the visitors’ 
facilities recently, two c'onvicls 
decided it was not as much sexy 
as undignified — and they filed 
an administrative complaint 
concerning invasion of their 
privacies. "I don’t mind it 
m yself." 
said 
one 
killjoy, 
reportedly, “ but my fiance 
diK*S” 


Hence a controversy is born 
that has implications regarding 
a wide spectrum of social alti- 
ludt*s and legal complexities. 
For example; if women guards 
can undress men in this prison, 
can male guards do the same lo 
wT>men in another? So far as the 
law and the U.S. government 
are t'onc-erned. the answer is 
yes. 


It bogglt*s the mind. 
Not surprisingly, the issue 
has its roots in the equal rights 
nfwvement. Traditionally an all­ 
male prison, 
with 
all-male 
guards, the Springfield inslitu- 
lion yielded last January to the 
forces that insist women must 
be everything men must be. 
Three women were hired to bo 
correction officers. They were 
advised they wnuld not be used 
as window dressing, but as 
hacks; they would have lo per­ 
form all the duties of their male 
counterparts, however risky or 
embarra.ssing. 


vSince then the women have 
semMl nobly, and with filling 
curiosity. They make security 
checks in cells where men often 
lounge in the nude. They walk in 
on the inmates at their toilette. 
Tht>y keep an eye on the 
showers, on the urinals, even on 


the secret corners where some 
prisoners go for sexual relief. 
The women have said that 
their responsibilities are not all 
that thrilling. One hints that 
boney knt'os behind i)ars can bt> 
an esthetic affront; besides, 
they allegedly regard them­ 
selves in the same category as 
nurses when it comes to the 
sights. They’ve even told the 
Springfield I..eader and Press 
that “ We’re not there to look at 
their bodies in a sexual sense” 
Prison officials echo this res­ 
ponse. 
saying 
that 
“ strict 
propriety’’ is observed, and no 
touching takes place. 
As for the U.S. Bureau of 
Prisons. 
which 
regulates 
Springfield and .33 other federal 
jails, the peek-a-boo practice is 
fully, if not wholeheartedly, 
sanctioned. “ If a woman is to 1^* 
a guard." says a bureau official 
with a sigh, “ she can’t have 
spt*cial exemptions.” The of­ 
ficial says that technically the 
same rules apply for male 
guards in an all-female prison; 
“ If a strip is necessary, men 
have that right.” 
In 
common 
practice, 
of 
course, male guards are not 
stripping 
women 
in 
U.S. 
prisons. 
Warden 
Carson 
Markley of the all-female insti­ 
tution in .\lderson, W.Va., says 
his 
male 
officers 
perform 
perimeter duty only. 
“ And 
that’s the way it should bt\” the 
warden insists; women in prison 
feel 
dehumanized 
enough 
without having to wonder if a 
man is watching every time 
they go to the lavator>. 
The same goes for men in 
prison, say the complainants 
here at vSpringfield. And they 
are correct. The rights of 
women seeking employment 
should not supersede the in­ 
mates’ rights lo a measure of 
dignity. Not that the ixiys are 
prudes, but neither are they 
simply objects. Pride is often 
the last refuge for a jirisoner. 
and for many it can't Ik- main­ 
tained an)und \»oman cops who 
can order trousers removed. If 
she takes her’s off. mayl)e; 
otherwise it Ls not a fair deal. 


Legion Has Been 


Told Off Before 


WASHINGTON 
- 
.Iimmy 
Carter knew what he was doing 
when he told the American 
Legion what it didn’t want to 
hear the other day. 
It was giMid theater, and 
pn)bably good politics, although 
It can be argued that anybody 
who gets booed is not exactly 
demonstrating 
universal 
p«>pularity. 
The public got the impression 
from the incident of Carter as a 
man of character, not afraid to 
stick to his guns before a hostile 
audience. It may even have 
made a dent in his image as a 
fellow who waffles on major is­ 
sues. 
Carter anticipated the nega­ 
tive reaction from the veterans. 
But he took a calculated gamble 
that most people agrt^e with him 
and favor a blanket pardon for 
Vietnam war resisters, even if 
the Legion d«H*sn’t. 
It was a rather bold move, 
since presidential campaigns 
are usually devoted entirely to 
telling people only what they 
supposedly want to hear. F’or 
courage, however, it does not 
begin to match a speech Adlai 
Stevenson made before the 
same Legion gathering in 1952, 
one month after his presidential 
nomination. 
Carter promised the Legion 
he would c'ontlnue all the special 
favors and privileges to which 
veterans have become accus­ 
tomed and only dropped his 
bombshell 
in 
one 
small 
paragraph. Stevenson, however, 
really gave it to them, denounc­ 
ing 
both 
the 
McCarthyism 
which was then rampant in the 
group and expanding veterans’ 
benefits. 
Joe McCarthy was then riding 
high with his witch-hunting tac­ 
tics. whipping the nation into an 
org> ol antl-Communism. 
Stevenson’s brave words are 
worth recalling today: 
“ Patriotism,” 
he 
said, 
“ means putting country before 
self. This is no abstract phrase, 
and unhappily, we find some 


things in American life today of 
which we cannot be proud. 
“ Consider the groups who 
seek to identify their special 
interests with the general wel­ 
fare. . .1 have resisted them 
before and I hope the Almighty 
will give me the strength to do 
so again and again. And I should 
tell you, my fellow legionnaires, 
as I would tell all other or­ 
ganized gniups. that I intend to 
resist pre*ssures fn>m veterans, 
too. if I think their demands are 
excessive or in conflict with the 
public interest, which must al- 
waj’s be the paramount interest. 
“ Let me suggest, inciden­ 
tally. 
that 
we are rapidly 
bt!Coming a nation of veterans. 
If we were all to claim a spcK lal 
reward for our serv ice, beyond 
that to which specific disability 
or sacrifice has created a just 
claim, who would be left to pay 
the bill? After all we are 
Americans- first and veterans 
stsond. and the bi*st maxim for 
any administration is still Je f­ 
ferson’s; ‘Equal rights for all, 
special privileges for none.’ ” 
The legion recelvt*d Steven­ 
son t'ordially. despite his strong 
words. The speech had con­ 
siderable public Impact and was 
widely admired for its political 
courage. It did Stevenson no 
good, however. He carried only 
nine states against Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower.

attacks of childhood diseases. 


The Center for Disease Con- 


trol 
(CDC) in Atlanta, Ga., 


reports that United Stales im- 
munization levels are slipping 
close to the danger point. With 
decreased immunization levels, 
major portions of the population 
are 
unprotected 
against 


outbreaks of diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, polio, rubella (Ger- 
man measles), measles and 
'mumps. 


Health and safety researchers 


at the Combined Insurance 
company of America have found 
that the incidence of these 
diseases is expected to increase 
dramatically during the 1976 
school year. 


There will be approximately 


40,00(1 cases of measles diag- 
nosed this year — two times the 
number of cast's diagnosed 
during 1975. The incidence of 
mumps is expected to reach al- 
most 32,000 cases and rubella 
will account for some 10,300 ill 
persons in the United States in 
1976. 


Polio, the dreaded killer and 


cripplcr of tire 50s, could have a 
resurgence. The Center for 
Disease Control considers any 
area with less than 60 per cent 
of the population immunized 
against a disease in danger of 
an outbreak. 


Dr. David Goldfinger, Com- 


bined's medical consultant, 
reports that only 59 per cent of 
the United States population 
was immunized against polio 
last year. 


"This means the entire nation 


is an area in danger of a polio 
epidemic," Goldfinger said. 


-' Children arc particularly sus- 
ceptible to polio, diphtheria, 
whooping 
cough, 
rubella, 


measles and mumps — diseases 
traditionally 
considered 


childhood diseases.'One child 
carrying a contagious disease 
can start an epidemic in a 
school or community unprotect- 
ed by immunization. 


In April of this year, New- 


York's Nassau and 
Suffolk 


counties experienced the worst 
outbreak of measles since 1958. 
When the outbreak ended, 285 
children had been stricken. 
Some suffered post-infectious 
complications requiring hospi- 
talization. 


Unfortunately, many parents 


believe childhood diseases have 
been wiped out forever. They 
haw forgotten the sights of 
children in iron lungs and 
braces, the tragedy of blindness 
or deafness caused by measles 
complications, or for an adult, 
the heartbreak of a permanently 
damaged reproductive system 
resulting from an attack pf 
mumps: 


"The real tragedy is that-no 


child or adult needs to suffer 
from childhood diseases. Every 
child can and should be pro- 
tected by immunization in- 
noculatlons," Dr. Goldfinger 
said.

one cup cooking oil 
In large bowl combine all ingredients except eggs and oil.

Biike at 350 degret^s for 90 minutes until toothpick inserted 
in center comes out. clean and dry.

DETROIT (AP) — Detroit school system employes who belong 


to the Teamsters Union will bejm the job when classes start next 
Wednesday, after ratifying a new contract that ended a week-long 
strike. Local 214 business agent Jack Ford said the ratification 
vote Wednesday by the truck drivers, warehouse, foud service and 
site management employes was almost unanimous in favor of the 
new contract. The 320 employes will receive a a per cent wage hike 
retroactive to last Oct. 1 and another 5 per cent increase as of last 
July 1. The contract still must be approved by the school board, 
but employes were expected to return to work in the meantime. 


UAW, Ford Hammering Away 


DETROIT (AP) — With a strike deadline only 12 days away, 


bargainers for the United Auto Workers and Ford Motor Co. were 
expected to meet again today — and possibly through the Labor 
Day weekend — to hammer out a new contract and avert a na- 
tionwide walkout by 167,000 workers. The union, which says the 
two sides are still very far apart, met with company ncgotiators'at 
the main table for about an hour Thursday and then recessed to 
resume subcommittee discussions. A Ford spokesman described 
the discussion as "frank and businesslike." He said some ac- 
complishments had been made on general issues and "things are 
moving along," but would not elaborate. He added that both sides 
were "on call" for meeting today — which means each would be 
available to resume bargaining at the request of the other.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - With only a week left before classes 


start, nearly half of Michigans's 530 K-12 school districts remain 
without teacher contracts, the state Board of Education said 
Wednesday. The board said 49 per cent of the districts have signed 
contracts compared with SI per cent who had ratified pacts by the 
same time last year. The'board said 261 school districts, enrolling 
1 21 million pupils'or 59 per cent of the state's public school 
enrollment, have ratified contracts for the 1976-1977 school year. 
Thirty-seven districts, representing 99,000 pupils, have tentative 
agreements which must still be ratified by the teachers, school 
board or both, the board said. And 231 districts, or 44 per cent, 
with about 752.0M pupils, are still negotiating.

MENOMINEE, Mich. (AP) - Beleaguered by financial disputes 


over nearly $11.000 in navigation fees and towing charges, the tall 
ship Erawan was stranded Thursday without a pilot. Capt. Morgan 
Ikwell, the Great Lakes pilot who was guiding the Panamanian 
sailing ship on its summer tour, abandoned ship on orders from 
his superiors. The officials of the Upper Great Lakes Pilots As- 
sociation say they won't provide a pilot until the vessel hands over 
more than $6,800 in pilot fees. Maritime laws require licensed 
pilots to guide all ships through the Great Lakes. 


The Erawan. which came to the United States as part of the

Tomatoes Just 
Have More Sugar 


Modern "low-acid" tomato 


varieties present no greater 
home canning risk than older 
varieties, according to a U. S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 


(USDA) food scientist. 


Some recent reports have 


suggested there may be a 
threat of botulism poisoning 
from canning some of the 
"low-acid" varieties. 


But according to Dr. Gerald 


M. Sapers of IjSDA's Agricul- 
tural Research service (ARS). 
today's tomatoes are similar in 
acid content to most 
older 


varieties. They are in fact, "not 
low in acid, but high in sugar 
— wMch masks the tart, acid 
flavor of the tomato," Sapers 
said. 


•'One 
myth 
that 
people 


believe is that white and yellow 
fleshed tomatoes are lower in 
acid 
than 
red tomatoes," 


Sapers said. "This misconcep- 
tion isn't based on scientific 
research." 


However, he said, "Tomatoes 


of any variety that are overripe 
should not be canned wtiole or 
used to make any other related 
product such as juice, soup, 
paste or sauce." 


Current USDA research in- 


dicates that adding lemon 
juice, vinegar or acetic acid at 
commonly recommended levels 
will not substantially increase 
the acidity of canned tomato 
products. 
. But, according to Dr. Ted 
Wistinetsky, 
extension 
food 


specialist in fruit science, "We 
normally tell housewives who 
are concerned about it to add 
acid in either the crystal or 
powder form, if they can find it 
in a pharmacy." 


Wishnetsky said adding acid 


can do no harm to the canned 
tomatoes if some people care to

do it as a safeguard 
until 


scientists actually determine if 
any there is risk in the varic- 
lies they are testing.

Plant After October 1 
For Better Wheat Yields 


Just 
as 
the 
Michigan 


Blueberry1 Growers association 
claimed about five years ago, 
Michigan has passed New Jer- 
sey in cultivated blueberry 
production, making it first in 
the nation as a blueberry 
producer, according 
to the 


results of a recent survey. 


The survey, the first attempt 


to provide accurate statistics 
concerning blueberry produc- 
tion in Michigan, was conduct- 
ed by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the 
Michigan Crop Reporting ser- 
vice in late 1975. 


According to the results of 


the 
months-long 
survey, 


Michigan produced 32.1 million 
pounds of blueberries, 40 per 
cent more than New Jersey, its 
closest competitor, and well 
beyond North Carolina, its next 
biggest rival, said C. A. Hints, 
statistician 
in 
charge 
of 


Michigan Crop Reporting ser- 
vice. 


Through available sources a 


master list of ever;- available 
grower was made, and about 
1,200 people were eventually 
mailed 
questionnaires- 
A 


second questionnaire was sent 
out to those who didn't answer, 
and for those who didn't res- 
pood to cither, telephone calls 
and personal interviews were 
conducted. 


Of 
the 
1,200 persons 


originally contacted, only 580 
actually operated commercial 
outltts. (For the report, a 
grower had to maintain a 
minimum of one-half acre of 
berries for sale.) -

Grain farmers will have bet- 


ter yields of wheat if they plant 
after Oct. 1. according to a 
newly-released study conducted, 
by Michigan Stale university. 


The findings from the five- 


year 
study 
by Dr. 
Alvin 


Ravenscroft and Dr. Maurice 
Wiese showed that winter wheat 
planted in the early fall was 
heavily infested with aphids 
carrying barley yellow dwarf 
virus. Normal wheat planting 
time in southwestern Michigan 


. has iieen around mid-Sep- 


tember. 


Records show that there is a 


sharp drop in temperatures 
between the fourth and tenth of 
October, the period when con- 
tinental air masses begin to 
predominate over the warmer 
gulf air masses. Wheat-plant- 
ings made Just prior to or dur- 
ing this period were found to be 
more insect and disease free, 
and therefore, more vigorous, 
the study said. 


• The optimum yields were ob- 
tained when wheat was planted 
during the first week of Oc- 
tober. The study said it's best to 
plant wheat after navy beans. 


soybeans, corn (where her- 
bicide use has been minimal), 
oats or barley. 


To assure maximum yields it 


is better not to plant after pas- 
ture sod, hay, or in fields that 
have a lot of quackgrass. The 
study said that those fields are 
high in organic matter and can 
be favorable to breeding of eye 
spot, strawbreaker foot or root 
rot diseases. 


The Southwestern Michigan 


area had a poor wheat crop this 
year because of several diseases 
caused by a host of fungi. Ac- 
cording to G. Wayne Holiiem, 
Cass county extension director, 
the drought this year only'ac- 
centuated what has been build- 
ing up for several years. 


Root and stem diseases have 


been severe this year but can be 
controlled if the fungi that cause 
the disease is not allowed to live 
in the OIH.TI where they survive 
better. Hothcm recommended 
.that the deeper farmers plow 
residue under.the less the 
diseases will be able to survive. 
Wheat planted 7 to 14 days after 
the Hessian fly-free date, which 
is usually between Sept. 20 and 


will also be more disease free, 
Hothem said. He added that the 
dale agrees with the findings in 
Ihe study and the practice is 
accepted agronomically. 


Because of a lack of seed- 


treatment since mercuries were 
outlawed, many grain farmers 
have been neglecting to treat 
seed at all. The neglect, Hothem 
said, has caused stinking smut 
and common bunt to spread so 
badly this year that spores could 
be scooped up from the floor of 
the combine during harvest. 


Hothem said hexachlorobcn- 


zene or carboxin can be used for 
treatment.
